His Lordship said: Without mak-~

possible phascs of defendant's actions 
in the matter, I am perfectly -satis- 
fied that the plaintiffs story 13 a 
true one, f 

Mr. H.C, Lee of Wilkinson and 
Grist oppearcd for plaintiff, and Mr. 
Peter YH. Sin represented Mr. John 
Reville, the defendant. 

Allegations were made by the wife 
at previous hearings that she had 
been paid the amount sued for; $150 


for n month in advance; and $200 as |. 


a present. to her and the two chil- 
dren, The money was paid in five 
$100 notes which were subsequently 
found to be forgeries. . 

Defendant's story war that he pald 
only $300 and this was in two $100 
notes which a clerk obtained for him 
from the bank, and ten $10 notes, 

Defendant continued his evidence 
yesterday, ; 

Mr. Sin produced a bundle of let- 
ters which he asked to be admitted 
tn evidence to show. the wife's at- 
titude towards lier husband, Mr. 
Lee objected, but was over-ruled 
by hls Lordship. 

Later Mr. Lee proferked a bundle 
of Ictters “to spite Mr. Sin’s’ allega- 
tions” and these were also accepted 
by the Court. 

Defendant sald he received $300 a 
month from the Far Eastern Motors 
but after the police had visited the 
garage and searched his belongings 
he vas dismissed by the manage- 
ment. . - 


Domicile Questions 


He related that he went to Aus- 
tralin !n 1936 and gave his wife a 
cheque for $900—six months’ main- 
tenance allowance in advance. He 
returned {n March this year and was 
then threatened with proceedings for 
arrears, which were not taken. 

Cross-examined, defendant admit- 
ted reeciving a letter telling him, not 
to eal] at the wife’s apartments if 
he wanted to see the children ag his 
attitude was “truculent and in- 
solent." The letters were 
handed fn. 

Mr. Lee put onother question and 
Mr. Sin Snterposed: “Are you at- 
templing to establish domicile?” 

“His Lordship sald he did not wish 
to‘ hear evidence for the divorce 
court and later again sharply refus- 
ed to take such evidence. 

Witness said his wile maintained 
that he could see the children but 
could not take them out. F 

He related that when he came to 
Hongkong in 1933 he secured o job 
with the Kowloon Motor Bus Com- 
pany: and Inter, his wife joined him. 
The second time they separated a 
separation agreement was made out. 

Witness sald he belleved his wife's 
reason for bringing the allegations 
apainst him was to get him into 
trouble so that he could not prove 
his domicile ond proceed with the 
divorce, “The longer she can stop 
me, the longer she wilt get her $150 
an month. There can: bo no other 
motive, for if she is innocent why 
does she not let the divorce case go 
to Court?” : 

Mr. Lee: So long as the separa- 
tlon agreement is valid, -you will 
have to pay the $150. I am telling. 
you in order to dispel any ilusions 
you may have about the divorce. 

Mr. W. J. McConnell, cashicr of 
the Hongkong ard Shanghal Bank 
was interposed.

GOVERNMENT OFFERS 
FREE INOCULATION 


That every precaution is being 
taken to prevent on outbreak of 
cholera fn the Colony is evidenced by 
the following statement issucd by the 
Medical nuthoritics yesterdny, 

“The Government propose to offer 
free’ inoculation against cholera to 
anyone wishing to have.it. Only one 
injection [s necessary. Ample sup- 
plies will be available shortly as 
fresh supplies nre expected to arrive 
within «a couple of days. A limited 
amount of vuceclne fs avallable at 
present, but this will be reserved for 
those most likely to come Into contact 
with the disease, The public are 
stronily advised to take advantage of 
inoculation.” :

inspectors from time to time. It is 
well known that the poor Chinese 
often sell their children Into service. 
There are thousands of such, child- 
ren in the Colony, . Many of them 
“(perhaps most of them), are fairly 
treated, but hundreds are not, and 
almost every weelc one rends in the 
newspapers of cruclty to the children 
and quite frequently of their suleide 
beeause their Hives are intolerable. 
‘The law already requires that Mul- 
tsal children, ic, children who have 
been sold os slaves or servants, shall 
be registered, but the law fs usually 
scouted, if not in this way, by calling 
the transferred ehildren by a less 
objectionable name and usually as 
relatives. The object of the  Peti- 
tion is to ensure that all transferred 
children are registered so that 
Government inspectors ‘can visit 
them and inquire into their condi- 
tion.

THE: CHOLERA 
OUTBREAK 


The Urban Council has taken 
n wise step by reviving. 4 
dormant by-law ‘designed to 
prevent the spread of discase 
through the sale, principally by 
hawkers, of certain foodstulfs. 
Immunity from cholera has 
been enjoyed in the Colony for 
some considerable time, but an 
outbreak of the disease has now 
oceurred which is resulting in 
quite a number of deaths. The 
first cases are believed to have 
been imported, but within the 
past few days there have been 
many others which have evident- 
ly originated in the Colony. 
Hence the measures which are 
now being taken. These are 
aimed at preventing the sale, 
without, written permission, of 
cut or peeled fruit, ice-cream, 
non-acrated * drinks containing 
fruit juices and herbs other than 
tea, and certain types of jelly 
which are freely hawked about 
the streets. The last serious 
outbreak of cholera, in 1932, 
took a heavy toll in life, and it 
was then found that the suf- 
ferers were mainly from the 
submerged classes who could 
give no intelligent clue as to 
how they contracted the disease. 
The same is probably true of the 
present epidemic. When we 
consider the manner in which 
doubtful commodities are offered 
for sale in our streets, and the 
conditions under which they are 
prepared and stored, it ig sur- 
prising that there are not more 
frequent outbreaks of serious 
disense in the summer months. 
On the principle that prevention 
is better than cure, the stcps 
now to be taken are more than 
juatified, but the thought sug- 
gests Itself that, rather than 
await an actual outbreak of dis- 
ease, it would, be wiser to bring 
these by-laws into automatic 
operation every year during the 
hot season. The authorities do 
not intend at the moment to 
institute harsh and immediate 
application of the precautions 
decided upon, aa due notice is 
usually given in such cases. 
None the less, it ia to be hoped 
that effective propaganda men- 
sures will .be taken to combat 
the obvious danger to, the com- 
munity.

‘The killing of rabbits for mar- 
keting purposes is simple. There 
are four popular methods— 
shooting, snaring, trapping, and 
netting. 

Netting is done with the aid 
of ferrets. The holes leading to 
n burrow in a bank or hedge are 
covered with nets. A ferret is 
then put into one of the holes, 
and the rabbits, alarmed at his 
approach, rush to the exits and 
are caught in the nets. . 

In recent years farmers who 
have lost patience with tho 
menace of rabbits—and_ with 
thejr neighbours—have taken to 
pumping gas into the burrows 
and warrens on their land.

If rabbits were re- 
rioved the depredations of the 
fox would fall far more heavily 
on the poultry-keeping section of ~ 
farmers, and in the jJate winter 
and early. spring the losses 
among lambs would be consider- 
ably higher. Indeed, the de- 
struction of the rabbit ‘might 
well cause a stoppage of hunting 
in many districts. 

_ Hunting distributes some, 
£20,000,000 among farmers, sad- 
dlers, farriers, dealers,.etc.; it 
also brings a great deal of money 
to the small traders in the towns 
and villages in hunting country.

VERDICT OF JURY IN, 
SCOTT TRAGEDY — 


A verdict of death by misodven~ 
ture was returned by the Coroner's 
jury at the Central Magistracy yes- 
terday at. the conclusion of the In- 


_ pay Into! the circumstances sur= 


rounding the, denth of Police Ser- 
geant John Edward Scott. It will 
be recalled’. that the late Sergeant 
ficott, who was Pollee Armourcr was 
found shot dend ot his own desl 
in the armourer’s shop at Central 
Pollce Station on July 2. * 


‘ Mr. W. Schofield sat. as Coroner 
and was assisted by o jury compris- 
ing Messrs, J. R. Leitch (Foreman), 
H. Korner and Lad. Castitho, 


At the start of the continued In- 
quiry yestereny Sergeant G. Perkins 
said he had‘ known the deceased for 


‘seven or elght years.” He was al-- 


ways of u..cheerful disposition and 
never at aux time talked of suicide. 
On June 30st 3 p.m, he saw Scer- 
gennt Scott examining a revolver. 
He asked him what was the matter 
with ft and he repiled that he did not 
Jenow. He wos then called away 
and when he roturned the deceased 
was still in his room. He could only 
remember sceing three empty car- 
tridge cases on“the table. He saw 
no-llve rounds. At nbout 7.30 p.m. 
he met the deceased again and that 
was the last time he saw him alive. 


Detective-Sub-Inspector L. Whant 
sald at 9,08 a.m. on July 2 he recelv= 
ed certain Information from Assis- 
tant Armourer Chung Wing-ling, os 
the. result of which he went to the 
armourer’s shop. There he saw the 
dead body of Sergeant Scott silting 
in a chair, with the head leaning 
back and the body inclining to the 
left. The body was quite warm but 
there were no. signs whatever 
of life,. * 


He saw 2.38 Webley-Scott revolver 
and amonst other things on the desk 
were three empty cartridge cascs 
and tio live rounds, and a memor- 
andum form reverse side up. After 
photographs hed been taken he 
searched the person of deceased and 
found strapped to his right hip a 
leather holster holding a -38 Colt 
short. Police positive revolver, which 
was the Service pistol issued to him. 
He examined this and found’ all six 
chambers loaded with live ammuni- 
tion. 


Not Worrled 


Sub-Inspector A. J. Johnson said 
at about 8.15 a.m. on July 2 he drove 
Sergeant Scott from his quarters At 
the Tal Ping Shan District Watch- 
men quarters to Central Police 
Station, arriving there at about 8.30 
Sergeant Scott, went to the charge- 
room ant he to the TraMe Office. 
Later ‘he ws told the Sergeant was 
dead. | Wetness had never In nine 
years known the deceased to be de- 
pressed or worrled. * He was very 
cheerful during the journcy and dis- 
cussed the Bowls match that was to 
take place in the afternoon. 


In reply to the Foreman ef, the 
Jury witness sald 8.15 was the usual 
time for Sergeant Scott to leave his 
quarters. 


Sze Suk-yin, widow residing at. 40 
High Street, top floor, said she had 
known the deceased for eight or nine 
years. They were close friends an 
he used to visit her at her address. 
During the whole period of their 
friendship she had never known him 
to bo depressed or worrled, They 
had never quarrelied on any sub- 
ject. He never told her anything of 
his ‘moncy affnira, nor did he at any 
time mention sulcide, 


The last time she saw him alive 
was on the morning of July. 2, He 
left her house at 8.30 that morning 


by her clock, which was about half |. 


nn hour fast. He was quite cheerful 
then. ‘ 


Mr. J. Hargreaves, Police Account- 
ant since March this year, Was called 
to say what he knew of the deccas- 
ed’s affairs, Sergeant Scott was, 
according to this witness, carning 
£260 per annum, which this month 
would have amounted to $332.80 
net monthly after all deductions. 
Witness had been in charge of de- 
eeased’s estate since his denth and 
could say that his total assets were 
$109.50. This was made up of 
$67.08 which he had on his person 
at the time of his death, $22.44 ree 
presenting two days’ pay, and pro- 
perty to the: approximate value of 
$100. Debts, notice of which wit- 
ness had received totalled $483.54. 


Money Borrowed

There were only two amounts 
owing over $100. One was to the 
Police Club‘and the other a sum of 
$200 owing to oho Kartar Singh, 
plus interest. There was a promis- 
sory note dated March 24, 1937, and 
the amount thereon was $400,. but

Witness hod no evidence whatever 
that the creditor was pressing for his 
money. In the ordinary course of 
things this debt would be pald in five 
or six months. Witness nover had 
the impresston that decensed was 
worried about his affairs.

‘This concluded the evidence and 
the Coroner summed up, briefly to 
the jury.

Tourists in Germany, im- 


ipressed by the healthy. and well- 


nourished appearance of their 
hosts and by the confusion of 
dishes on the ordinary restaur- 
ant menus, are probably un- 
aware of the tremendous efforts 
being made by the Nazis to 
ensure the Reich's food supply. 


Although foreigners may complain 
that they cannot obtain all the things 
they are accustomed to have at home, 
they see no sigas of the “hunger- 
blockade,” which Germany claims is 
being waged against her by the wortd 
at large, and which she uses as an

OPIUM CASE 
CONCLUDES 


JUDGMENT RESERVED 
BY COURT 


Affer u lengthy hearing, 
Insted more than oo 
£10,000 opium confiscation claim 
was concluded before Mr. Justlee 
C. G. Alnbaster at the Supreme 
Court this morning. Judgment was 
reserved. 


The claim was by the Bank of 
Taiwan, Ltd. and H. S, M. R. Kaze- 
roon! & Sons, merchants of Bushire, 
Persia for £10,000 for loss of a cargo 
of oplum which was seized by the 
Chinese Government at Shanghal: In 
November, 1930. The defendants 
were Rickmers Rhederal A.G., own- 
ers of the #8. Claus Rickmers whose 
nents are accused of negligence in 
{ailing to conform to Customs Re- 
gulntions, a breach of which led to 
the confiscatlon. 


Mr, Eldon Potter K.C., and Mr. i. 
C. Mncnamara were Instructed by 
Mr. R. A, Wadeson, of Dencons, for 
the plaintiffs, while 
don. K.C., ond the Hon. Mr. Leo 
p'Almada, were {Instructed by Mr. 
D. H. Binke, of Wilkinson & Grist, 
for defendants. Mr. UH. A. Reeks, 
barrister-at-law, Shanghai, was also 
in court for defendants.

Thin morning, Mr. Sheldon wound 
up his final address, which com- 
menced yesterday, by submitting that 
aithourh importation of opium into 
Chinn was prohibited transit. was 
allowed, It had- been ‘slated = in 
evidence that the opium was de- 
tained not because of brench of the 
Customs rerulations but on instruc- 
tions from high Chinese authorities. 

Mr. Potter opened his nddress by 
asking His Lordship to bear in mind 
his own ruling given Inst Thursday 
nainst defendants ‘that there was 9 
prima facie case of negligence. 
evidence of breach of regulations 
and evidence of breach of duly 
which contributed to the loss of the 
onium. Only a higher Court could 
reverse that  rullng which, In his 
opinion, was not only correct, but 
the only conclusion he could have 
came to on the ovidence given on 
behalf of plaintiffs. 


SOLE ISSUE 


Counsel then went on to say that 
he was nat appearing for the Chinese 
Government but for an innocent 
earfo-owner, whose: cargoes had been 
confiseated. The sole question to be 
considered was whether or not de- 
fendants had committed a breach of 
duty. , . 

Mr. Potter submitted that defen- 
dants had broken the’ contract by 
failing to deliver the oplum on 
December 1, 1930. They had also 
failed to comply with Customs Re~ 
ulation 948, which required advance 
notifertion of the arrival of: ships 
which had opium on_ board. The 
defence had contended that the 
regulation had been complied with 
because when a tide-waiter came on 
board the ship, he was handed a slip 
tocether with the manifest. A 
tide-waiter, Mr, + Patter submitted, 
was not the agent of the Chief Tide~ 
survevor to whom, according to the 
Regulation, the manifest must be 
handed, Inasmuch as a Pollce ser- 
geant was not an agent of the 
Inspector-General of Police; they 
were merely employces of the Gov- 
ernment and nothing more. 

The opium was brought into 
Shinehai, into a country the. laws 
of wh'ch absolutely forbid the im- 
portation of opium. Defendants had 
committed a breach of their duty by 
failing to comply with the regulation, 
ne n result af which the cargo was 
ronfisented, They had pleaded jenor- 
ance of the rules, but this could not 
be necented as it was their duty, as 
shipowners, to know’ of them. 


CLEAR NEGLIGENCE 


Counsel then, went on to deal with 
the legal aspect of the case. He 
contended defendants could not take 
advantage’ of the plea of “Restraint 
of Princes,” because there was clear 
evidence of negligence and brench of 
duty on their part. ‘ 

They had donc nothing before the 
ppium was .detained, and the con- 
fiscation was therefore entirely their 
fault. They had failed to comply 
with the regulation In question, and 
if such a breach did not contribute 
to the loss of the oplum, then the 
Jnw was u farce; and if the Chinese 
Government could not confiscate the 
cargo ns a result of that, then it was 
no Government at all.

THE CHOLERA 
OUTBREAK 


The Urban Council has taken 
a wise step by reviving a 
dormant by-law - designed — to 
prevent the spread of disease 
through the sale, principally by 
hawkers, of certain foodstuffs. 
Immunity from cholera has 
been enjoyed in the Colony for 
some considerable time, but an 
outbreak of the diserse has now 
occurred which is resulting in 
quite a number of deaths. The 
first cases are believed to have 
been imported, but within the 
past few days there have been 
many others which have evident- 
ly originated in the Colony. 
Hence the measures which are 
now being taken. These “are 
aimed at preventing the sale, 
without written permission, of 
cut or peeled fruit, ice-cream, 
non-nerated drinks containing 
‘fruit juices and herbs other than 


tea, and certain types of jelly | 


which are frecly hawked about 
the streets.” The last serious 
outbreak of cholera, in 1932, 
took a heavy toll in life, and it 
wag then found that the suf- 
ferers were mainly from the 


submerged classes who could} 


give no intelligent clue as to 
how they contracted the disease. 
The same is probably true of the 
present epidemic. When we 
consider the manner in which 


| doubtful commodities are offered 


for sale in our streets, and the

[frequent outbreaks of serious 


disease in the summer months. 
On the-principle that prevention 
js better than cure, the steps

HE wild rabbits of Great Britainn have been 

E - estimated to- cost farmers and land-owners 

£50,000,000 a year. Forty rabbits eat as much 

grass as a gbod dairy cow. Unlike the dairy cow, 

however, they give little in return, and they can soil the 
best of pastures for years to come. ; 

There are whole areas of Wales where good fields 

have been turned into derelict, useless land by their. 

activities. 1 know of one farm in West Sussex, one of 

the worst affected areas, where 2,000 rabbits were shot 


and trapped last winter, though the farm is only a little 


over 100 acres in size. They are a menace to successful 
farming in many parts of the country. ; 
Apart from the direct damage to grasstands and the awful 
destruction they create among Corn crops and garden produce, 
wild rabbits are one of the most fruitful causes of coccidiosis, a 
disease which decimates whole flocks of poultry. 


Poor Man’s Chicken 


THERE are thousands of farmers who would be glad to 
4 sce the wild rabbit utterly and completely extermina- 
ted from the country. A report of the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords on Agriculture (Damage by Rabbits) is at pre- 
sent being considered by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries. One of its recommendations is the passing of legis- 
lation which would enable county councils to order the destruc- 
tion of rabbits on property. : . 

The wild rabbit is, however, the poor man’s chicken, and its 
extermination would do away with a great-supply of cheap and 
palatable food. There are vast areas of farming country, par- 
ticularly in the west, where rabbits are counted upon to pay the 
rent. These farmers would, undoubtedly, oppose the iden of ex- 
terminating the rabbit: : . 

In this difference of circumstance and opinion lics the chief 
difficulty of curtailing the rabbit menace. Some of these farm- 
ers let the rabbiting on their land for a good sum every year. 
Others employ professional trappers, and still more snare and 
trap the rabbits on their own land.

This co-operation would be great- 
ly helped to the benefit of all 
farmers if measures were taken 
to curtail the huge supplies of 
rabbits imported from overseas. 

Such measures would automa- 
tically cause the price of home- 

_ killed rabbits to rise and would 
consequently make it worth the 
while of all farmers to keep their 
rabbits under control by 
systematic catching and market- 
ing. :

The reduction of rabbits to 
numbers that could be controlled 
would not be difficult if farmers 
pulled together in this manner, 
but in present circumstances 
nothing but complete extermina- 
tion could curtail their menace 
to good husbandry. 

The killing of rabbits for mar- 
keting purposes is simple. There 
are four popular methods— 
shooting, snaring, trapping, and 
netting. 

Netting is done with the aid 
of ferrets. The holes leading to 
a burrow in a bank or hedge are 
covered with nets. A ferret is 
then put into one of the holes, 
and the rabbits, alarmed at his 
approach, rush to the exits and 
are caught in the nets. 

In recent years farmers who 
have lost patience with the 
menace of rabbits—and with 
their neighbours—have taken to 
pumping gas into tho burrows 
and warrens on their land.

The farmers who oppose the 
complete extermination of rab- 
bits are vastly more numerous 
than those who support it, and 
in their opposition they are up- 
be by most of the fox-hunting 
folk. 


Blow To Hunting 
THE extermination of 
rabbits would un- 
doubtedly upset fox-hunting. A 
fox accounts for somo 600 rab- 
bits a year. If rabbits were re- 
moved the depredations of the 
fox would fall far- more heavily 
on the poultry-keeping section of 
farmers, and in the Jate winter 
and carly spring the losses 
among lambs would be consider- 
ably higher. Indeed, the de- 
struction of the rabbit might 
well cnuse a stoppage of hunting 
in many districts. 

Hunting distributes some 
£20,000,000 among farmers, sad- 
dlers, farriers, dealers, etc.; it 
also brings a great deal of money 
to the small traders in the towns 
and villages in hunting country. 
Consequently, the farmers who 
are asking for the utter destruc- 
tion of the wild rabbit are con- 
fined to a minority, but a 
minority whose interests are 
vitally involved in ‘the present 
uncontrolled menace.

This, In itself, ix exaggeration, but 
it is mild compared with the sequel, 
A week or so afterwards, usually in 
the presence of a third party, the 
husband learns to bis anwzement 
that he Iso fractious invalid.

Men eat without comment the 
apologetic dishes put before them by 
‘thelr wives, but those same women, 
tating In public, criticise the dishes 
of culinary experts and generally 
play about with thelr food until the 
exasperated escort feels inclined to 
sentence them {to a term in the Arctic 
Circle until they have learnt to eat 
tallow candle with relish. 

Exaggeration, I belleve, Is one of 
the most striking characteristics of 
the modern woman. It arises, prob- 
ably, from her more vivid imagina- 
tion. combined with her _incurable 
romanticism. It has been developed 
to such oa degree that & man who ts 
in regular contact with It may soon 
come to doubt his own scale of 
values unless he is on exceptionally 
strong-minded individual.

His _ mother's brother, his 
pncle, was suffering from a serious 
mental disease, and when the boy 
started to show signs of nervous 
trouble his parents got the frighten- 
Ing idea that it must be hereditary. 

The boy showed every sign of 
mental disorder. At nights he would 
remark that the flowers on the wall 
were falling on-him; he showed 
anger and jealousy when other child- 
ren wanted to play with -his sister, 
he wns bashful with other boys, and 
the fact of him having lost his right 
eye in an accident made him even 
more shy-and reserved.
